During the 30's subject was the head of the entire Japanese police force, 
and would have been made Home Minister had not he been discredited by a 
very nearly successful attempt on the Crown Prince's life by fanatic 
Japanese Communists. Starting from virtually nothing, he bdcame in a 
few years the controlling facta* in the Yonduri Shimbun, from which position 
he was again reduced to nothing through the action of the war crimes trials* 
He served for a year and a half as a war criminal in the Sugamo Prison* 

He began again; in 1952 he gained control of Yamiuri Shimbun and also 
created and organized Nippon TV. At present he is aiming to be Prime 
Minister and is thought by same to be within striking distance of this 
post* He works with Americans not because he likes them but because he 
believes that It is in the best interests of himself and Japan to do so* 
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
